make 
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E have all seen and known and lived with 
windows for so many years that we may 
have come to take them for granted. But 
in the new home you build, your windows are far 
too important to be taken for granted. Of course, 
they must fulfill their regular functions, which are 
to keep out the weather, let in the light and afford 
proper ventilation. But how much of beauty and of 
charm we would miss if we confined the use of 
windows merely to these elementary services. 
The new home . . . the modern home of today 
. is showing a very marked trend toward more 
windows, larger windows and a much wider use of 
glass for miscellaneous purposes in the home. Win- 
dows have a very decided effect upon not only the 
beauty of the inside of your house but of the out- 
side as well. If your windows are well designed, 
well located and properly glazed, they present to 
the world from the outside sparkling, bright surfaces, 
greeting the passing world smilingly, reflecting the 
changing beauties of trees, shrubs, clouds or snow 
almost like mirrors. And from the inside, the right 
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kind of windows will do more toward lovely deco- 
ration of your rooms than oil paintings or expensive 
water colors . . . because every window frames a 
scene of Nature’s outdoors. So let’s plan your new 
home so that you get the very utmost from your 
windows in utility and charm. 

Probably you can remember many rooms in which 
you have lived that you hoped, somehow, never to 
see again. Dark rooms, gloomy rooms, rooms that 
you couldn't possibly read in comfortably without 
artificial light, even though the sun was shining 
brightly outdoors. In your new home you will 
change all that. And to do so, you will need plenty 
of windows . . . large windows so located that you 
will always have plenty of cheerful sunlight in your 
home. Such windows will do much not only for the 
beauty of your home but for the comfort and livable- 
ness of the rooms themselves. They will render you 
a priceless benefit in protecting your eyesight and 
that of your family. It is only quite recently that 
we have awakened to the great need for better light 
to insure better sight. 

You will want plenty of windows. Insist that you 
get them . . . because it is important to lure all the 
sunlight possible into your home. And if you do 
not retain an architect to do it for you, see to it 
yourself that your windows are well placed, that 
their size and shape are in harmony with the out- 
door view of your home and the indoor appearance 
of your rooms. The recent Century of Progress Ex- 
position in Chicago gave many glowing examples 
of the trend toward more and larger window open- 
ings that is sweeping the country. 

Decidedly, the windows for your new home merit 
our careful consideration. And the kind of glass 
with which your windows are glazed will largely 
determine their attractiveness. 
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Kind of Glass to Use in 
Your Windows 


OE course, the perfect window is always glazed 
with Polished Plate Glass. There is nothing 
else like it. No other glass can so well fulfill all the 
requirements of the modern window. It is ground 
and polished by machinery until its surfaces are 
lustrous, brilliant, flat and reflective. Its clarity is 
a thing to be wondered at. Looking directly through 
a Plate Glass window you would scarcely know 
there was a sheet of glass between you and the out- 
doors unless you reached out and touched it. It is 
the aristocrat of all transparent glazing materials. 

True, Plate Glass is more expensive than the usual 
types of window glass. And its heavier thicknesses 
have often prevented its use in the ordinary types 
of sash employed in home construction. But the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company has developed a 
thin plate glass called Vista Plate. This Polished 
Plate Glass is ideal for home use. It has every quality 
of the finest Polished Plate Glass... brilliance... 
perfect vision . . . polished surfaces . . . and flawless 
transparency. It is %-inch thick and fits standard 
sash with standard sash weights. It is surprising 
how little more Vista Plate costs than window glass 
and you can well consider affording this slight extra 
cost at least in those windows which front upon 
the street. 

If, however, your building budget must be watched 
closely you will find in Pennvernon Window Glass 
thenext best thing to Polished PlateGlass. Thespecial 
process used in making this window glass, as well 
as the purity of the raw materials employed, gives 
it a remarkably brilliant and reflective finish, and 
an unusual freedom from distortion. One of the

This is not the case with most window glasses. 
Furthermore, Pennvernon Window Glass is far 
easier to clean. Its dense, close-knit surfaces do 
not so readily attract or hold dirt and they clean 
ever so much more easily than those of ordinary 
glass. 

Pennvernon Window Glass fulfills its function 
better, we believe, than any other window glass, 
and if our old friend Mr. Budget closes the door on 
Polished Plate Glass, then you will find its most 
eligible substitute in Pennvernon. 


The PICTURE WINDOW 


GR course, every home should have one if possi- 
ble. Picture Windows just seem to bring the 
whole outdoors inside. Placed to command the most 
attractive view your home makes possible, a picture 
window brings a freedom of outlook of which you 
will never tire. ‘Picture Window”’ simply means a 
very large window without cross sash of any kind 
to obstruct the vision. Sometimes they extend from 
floor to ceiling. Sometimes they are smaller, but it 
is amazing what a great difference one of them will 
make inaroom. Picture Windows should always be 
glazed with Polished Plate Glass . . . usually 3% or 
\4-inch thickness . . . because the heavier weights 
of Plate Glass are demanded to withstand wind 
pressure, stresses, etc., in such a large light of glass, 
and also because only Polished Plate Glass can offer 
the perfect, undistorted vision so essential in a suc- 
cessful picture window. 

And perhaps you are planning on a glass-enclosed 
porch for your home. Lucky you are if such a porch 
has found its way into your plans. You will find 
this sun porch or solarium a room which you will 
use far more than you ever dreamed possible. Here, 
surrounded on three sides by bright, sun-welcoming 
glass, you are generously treated to the healthful 


sunlight which children and adults, too, need. Here 
will be an ideal playground for children on days 
too damp or snowy or cold for them to be outdoors. 
And here in the summer is a cool, comfortable place 
to relax with all windows open wide, catching every 
breeze that blows. 

For glazing your sun porch you again can choose 
between the standard thickness of Polished Plate 
Glass, thinner Vista Plate Glass, or Pennvernon 
Window Glass. lf the sun porch is on the front of the 
house, where the large glazed surfaces are neces- 
sarily conspicuous, then Plate Glass will present by 
far the most attractive outward appearance as well 
as inside perfection of vision. But while a bit less 
brilliant in its surface finish, we must admit that 
Pennvernon Window Glass presents a most attrac- 
tive front. 

Of course, the placing of your windows you will 
leave largely to your architect if you have one. If 
not, the placing of two, three, four or five windows 
side by side, in order to combine attractive facing 
of windows with the admission of abundant light, 
is a good idea. In such groupings, you frequently 
find that strips of mirror glass in interior divisions 
between windows provide an added charm that is 
most effective. 


Storm Windows or 
Double Glazing 


will be an Economy 


eee charm of many windows need not be sacri- 
ficed to the demand for winter warmth in locali- 
ties where zero cold fequently prevails. Storm win- 
dows aid in keeping in the warmth that would 
otherwise escape through the glass in your windows. 
Indeed you will find that the proper use of storm 
sash will actually decrease heat losses from 45% to 
65% depending upon the outdoor temperature and 
wind velocity. And that means a very considerable 
saving in fuel cost. It means a more healthful home, 
fewer drafts, a more even temperature. 

Winter windows or storm sash are attached out- 
side of the ordinary single glazed windows. They 
then afford a double window . . . the storm sash and 
the permanent window forming between them a dead 
air space . . . one of the best non-conductors of heat 
known. These extra windows are hinged in a manner 
that permits convenient cleaning, proper ventilation 
and the evaporation of accumulated frost. Storm 
sash is available glazed with Polished Plate Glass 
or with that fine quality Pennvernon Window Glass. 
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WINTER WINDOWS affixed over your permanent windows result in 
more even temperatures, less drafts, fewer winter illnesses and greatly 
decreased fuel costs in your home during cold weather. 


Of course, the ideal way to control house tempera- 
tures and heat loss through windows is double 
glazing . . . two lights of glass glazed in the same 
sash with a dead air space between them. Only re- 
cently has this method become really practical. The 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company has developed a 
special Crystalex Plate Glass which overcomes all 
the previous difficulties encountered in double glaz- 
ing, such as loss of clarity due to ‘‘bloom.”’ This 
Crystalex Plate Glass is a pure white glass with 
all the visional and quality perfection of regular 
Polished Plate Glass . . . and it does not effloresce 
or ‘‘bloom’’ when hermetically sealed with an air 
space between two lights. This means it will retain 
its perfect visional qualities in double glazing. 

If, in your new home, you are fortunate enough 
to have air conditioning, it is virtually essential 
that you use double glazing throughout your house. 
Then you will have the most perfectly controlled 
warmth in winter and cooling conditions in summer.

truly, the innumerable styles of mirrors literally beg 
for use in your home, to make it more lovely, 
more attractive, more livable. And all of the mirrors 
we have named are offered for use in your home by 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company. All are fabri- 
cated from the very finest Polished Plate Glass, all 
offer absolutely true reflections and unusually long 
life. And all of these types, if desired, can be fur- 
nished as Pittsburgh Copper Back Mirrors, protected 
by a coating of copper against deterioration from 
atmospheric or climatic conditions. 

Mirrors are centuries old. Gorgeously decorated 
frames for them were designed and used as far back 
as the Italian Renaissance. But through most of 
their history, mirrors have been largely utilitarian 
objects . serving as looking glasses, as aids to 
dressing. Today, they serve that purpose better than 
ever before. For the mirror glass manufactured now, 
and placed in just as beautiful frames as in Renais- 
sance days, is far, far superior to any mirror glass 
available then. And now the use of mirrors to serve 
decorative purposes is growing by leaps and bounds. 


We can point out here only a few of the many 
ways in which mirrors can be advantageously em- 
ployed for greater beauty in your home. But your 
own imagination will add many more. 


Mirrors Room by Room 


eee is a place for mirrors in every room of 
your house. Wherever a reflecting surface will aid 
the general decorative scheme, there a mirror be- 
longs. For example, when windows with colorful 
curtains or drapes are on only one side of a room, 
let us place a mirror on the wall opposite to repeat 
the color and reflect the light on an otherwise dull, 
monotonous expanse. By employing mirrors in this 
way, you can make your rooms seem more spacious, 
lighter, gayer and more colorful. 

Or suppose you have a room with a dark corner 
in it. Here is a splendid opportunity to let a mirror 
work a magic change. Put a mirror in that dark 
spot . . . and see how it lightens it, see how it 
reflects the color and light of the rest of the room, 
see how its sparkle attracts the eye and gives life 
and interest to an otherwise uninteresting corner! 

Some of the newer ways of using mirrors in decora- 
tion are worth your consideration, too. Mirror glass 
is impressively ornamental as a frame for doorways, 
as wall paneling in certain rooms, with some of 
the panels being hidden doors. Mirror glass is being 
utilized extensively now-a-days for interesting in- 
serts, for ceilings, for framing recessed windows, 
for livening up even small objects in a room, for 
table, desk and buffet tops. 

May we give you a few hints for the use of mirrors 
in various rooms of your home? 

Living Room—yY our living room is a room in which you 
usually seek rest, relaxation and quiet pleasure. Therefore 
you must place mirrors in this room with care, to prevent 
the reflection of movement, of human action, of human 
faces, as this kind of reflection is not conducive to rest- 


fulness. Let your living room mirrors reflect flowers, or 
vases, or a window opening or a lovely view. 


Dining Room—In the dining room, mirrors add a cheerful, 
sparkling note difficult to duplicate in any other way. A 
mirror over the buffet, for example, seems to be perfectly 
at home and indispensable. It will usually serve as well 
or better than a picture, reflecting a glimpse of the hall 
beyond, with a winding stair, or a corner of the garden 
seen through the window or outside the door. The dining 
room welcomes particularly a Girandole, or bull’s eye 
mirror, convex, and full of intriguing reflections. Shelves

of mirror glass in the china closets, to set off lovely 
dinnerware, are also very effective. 


Entrance Hall—The entrance hall in your home should 
have a mirror. Nothing can replace it for that last minute 
glance so appreciated by your guests as they step into 
your house and prepare to enter the assembled company. 
A long mirror so placed that it reflects a portion of the 
room beyond the entrance hall will usually give your hall 
the welcoming note it needs. 


Bedrooms—What bedroom is complete without mirrors 

. not just for looking glasses only, but for delightful 
decorative effects? Full length mirrors can be set into the 
doors. The heads of beds achieve a new distinction when 
fashioned of mirrors. Large frameless mirrors, round or 
square or oddly shaped, add light and the illusion of 
spaciousness to your bedroom. Your dressing room 
shelves may be of mirror glass, to accentuate the lovely 
shapes of today’s perfume bottles and beauty preparation 
containers. Dressing room walls may be lined with mir- 
rors, too. And mirror window-sills are popular. 


Bathrooms—Mirrors are essential in your bathrooms, of 
course. But make them attractive ones, suitable for the 
decorative scheme of the rest of the room. You can have 
mirrored half-walls or ceilings in the bathroom. Or a 
mirror panel at the back of the tub recess, with a design 
sand-blasted and painted on it, perhaps. Or you can have 
wide mirror insets to reflect other colorful walls, such as 
walls of Carrara Structural Glass. 

In decorating your home with mirrors, remember that 
unique and eye-catching effects can often be gained by 
using colored mirrors. Mirrors fabricated from the Flesh 
Tinted Plate Glass made by the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
Company, for example, give warmth, life and color to a 
room as well as a pleasingly flattering reflection to the 
person who looks at them.

OTHING can be more helpful to you in making your home beautiful, modern and 

tasteful than paint. And while performing its beautifying functions, paint also renders 

you inestimable service in protecting and preserving from deterioration the surfaces it 
covers, keeping your property in better condition and making it more livable. 


The proper use of paint in a dwelling is really a science . 


. but a science in which a 


few simple rules will guide you to success. To any one considering the building of a new 
home, or the modernization of an old one, it is extremely valuable to have a general work- 
ing knowledge of the purposes and possibilities of paint. 


Ee us first see how paint should be used properly 
in the interior of your home. Of course, the 
principal problem that faces you is the problem of 
colors . . . what colors of paint to choose for what 
purposes, what color combinations are correct and 
harmonious, what type of rooms need what type of 
coloring. 

The easiest approach to this problem is first to 
get clearly in your mind the differences and attri- 
butes of ‘‘warm’’ colors and “‘cool’”’ colors. ‘““‘Warm”’ 
colors include yellow, gold, orange, brown, pink, 
rose and red . . . and their various tints. “‘Cool’’

colors include gray, blue, green, violet and silver or 
aluminum. In addition to these definitely warm or 
cool tones, there are several neutral tones which do 
not fall into either classification. Neutral tones are 
those like ivory, cream, buff, putty, tan. 

Warm colors usually look best in rooms facing 
north, or in rooms with east or north exposures. 
Cool colors are recommended for rooms facing south 
or rooms with west and south exposures. Neutral 
tones are most successful in rooms of uncertain ex- 
posure, where west light, for example, conflicts with 
east light. However, for such rooms, either warm or

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cool colors may be used if the colors are sufficiently 
reduced in intensity. 

Now, what about choice of colors for each room? 
There are a few general rules that prove valuable as 
a guide in this connection. Walls, ceiling and floor 
comprise the main visible surfaces of the room... 
its shell . . . and all furnishings which go into the 
room must be chosen with relation to this shell. 

In planning most rooms, remember that the dark- 
est plane in the room should be the floor, especially 
where furnishings are light in tone. In bedrooms 
with light trim, lighter floors are permissible. The 
baseboard of the room should carry the tone of the 
floor, or the tone of the rest of the woodwork, 
which should be kept in harmony with the floor. 

The lightest colored plane in your room, as a 
general rule, should be the ceiling. But it need not 
be too light and glaring . . . just a shade or two 
lighter than the tint of the walls is preferred by 
leading decorators. 

As for the tones that can properly be used on the 
walls of a room, remember that walls are a back- 
ground for the room’s furnishings. They should be 
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soft in tone, mellow, soothing . . . not decorative 
objects in themselves, but lovely, restful backgrounds 
for the bright colors of the room’s furniture, uphol- 
stery, drapes, pictures, windows, rugs, etc. To attain 
beauty, Nature provides a distant, soft back-drop 
of landscape for nearby objects of color. Your walls 
should do the same thing. This is a rule which it’s 
wiser not to depart from, save under very unusual 
circumstances. 

The character of the room you are painting should 
also influence the color harmony chosen. For ex- 
ample, your living room is supposed to be warm, 
cozy, comfortable . . . and you ought therefore to 
choose colors of this type. Your bedrooms should be 
restful . . . and need restful color-tones. Your dining 
room is a room of good cheer... and the paints 
you choose for it should reflect this feeling in their 
colors. Sun rooms should be finished in warm, sunny 
colors, kitchens in cool, sanitary-looking tones. 

Now, what of the color schemes for rooms which 
can be seen from each other, that are connected, let 
us say, by double doors of glass, or that run into 
each other without very definite separation? For

such rooms in your home, harmonious color schemes 
should be chosen, not necessarily exactly alike, but 
blending without sharp contrast. If this plan is 
followed, your rooms will seem to go together bet- 
ter, will seem to be a part of the same home. 

Another good thing to bear in mind is that in 
the painting of a room, objectionable features about 
the room’s shape may be overcome by proper paint- 
ing. For example, emphasizing the vertical lines in 
a room which is too low for its size, will make it 
seem higher and in better proportion. There are 
many facts about painting and color selection, which, 
if you are familiar with them, enable you to have 
your home painted in keeping with good taste and 
to take full advantage of the decorative possibilities 
of each room. And there are facts you should know 
about the actual paints themselves, too—facts that 
will save you money and trouble when the question 
of paints for your new home arises. For this reason 
the following paragraphs will be of great practical 
interest to you.

ar painting of the exterior of your home presents 
a delicate problem. The kind and color of paints 
used are extremely important for they often make all 
the difference between a house that looks suitable, 
well-planned and attractive and a house that lacks 
these essentials. 

There are many factors to consider in making a 
proper choice of paint colors. The type of architec- 
ture presented by your home. Its geographical loca- 
tion . . . because a color combination that may be 
pleasing in Florida or California may be entirely 
out of taste in a Maine or Michigan setting. The 
surroundings of the house, its gardens, its neighbor- 
ing structures, its trees, its location in a hollow, on 
a slope, at the top of a hill all these merit 
careful thought as influencing circumstances to guide 
your choice of exterior color schemes. 

The following general rules for exterior painting 
are worth remembering:

tion is just as correct historically as the other. 

If your house is located at the top of a hill, with 
comparatively little foliage, or very few big trees 
surrounding it, you'll usually find cool colors most 
satisfactory. If your house is located on a slope with 
green shrubbery or other cool colors as a background, 
warm colors may be used effectively for the house 
itself. 

If your house is in a beautiful setting of brightly 
colored flowers, cool colors on the house are tasteful 
and attractive. 

Warm colors and deeper tones are preferred for 
climates where “‘gray’’ days predominate. And in 
warm climates, where sunshine is plentiful, cool 
colors are commonly most pleasing. 

Houses with principal exposure to east, west or 
south light, suggest the use of cooler colors, while 
houses with principal exposure to north light can 
usually be made more inviting by the use of warmer 
colors. 

Dark green or blue shutters are nearly always 
effective if the window trim of your house is in 
white. And a warm-tinted body with a cool white 
or pastel-tinted trim is generally in good taste, 
especially when bright colored awnings are used to

add warmth to the ensemble effect. 

Unless a new house is painted in proper colors, 
it may appear somewhat ‘‘out-of-place’’ before its 
surrounding shrubbery and landscaping has had a 
chance to develop. While waiting for the shrubbery 
to grow, a light color of paint is recommended. 
Then, when the shrubbery reaches maturity, a warm 
color will show the house to better advantage. 

The neighboring houses, if there are any, should 
always be taken into consideration in painting your 
own home’s exterior, as their color schemes may 
affect the one you choose. You may want your house 
to contrast with them, or to be in harmony with 


them.
